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Introduction 

South OakotB is a larqe state with a relatively small population; its 
largest cities are distant from each, other and from other midwest and western 
cities. Often proclaimed The Land of Infinite Variety, South Dakota is a 
largely agricultural state whose economy, however, relies heavily on tourism, 
and to a lesser but growing extent, on manufacturing. The combination of 
these factors might cause one to overlook the fact that South Oakotans produce 
a lar-ge number of periodicals that ore of interest regionally and nationally, 
as w^ll as state-wide. ' 

Ule intended to determine just what types of periodicals were produced 
in South Dakota, not limited solely to those about the state and region', but 
also including national journals published in the State. In order to begin 
our list, an online search of Ulrich*s Periodicals Directory and the 
Electronic Yellow Dages was performedr the South Dakota State University 
Briqqs Library Serials List was consulted, as was the Encyclope dia of 
Associations geographic index to determine other possible titles. We were 
fortunate in finding th^t Briggs Library subscribed to many of the titles; 
we requested copies of those not owned from the publishers. .Still others 
wore discovered by serendipity once we got 3tar\:ed and some of these were 
included as wel?. .A total of about 120 serial titles was initially considered 
for our list. 

Ule discovered Jbhat South Dakota's diversity is reflected in its 
periodicals. As mentioned ebove. South Dakota's number one industry is 
agriculj;ure, followed cloaely by tourism. This is demonstrated by the 
number of publications we found which deal with agriculture and rural life, 
and outdoor activities, such ds hunting, fishing, and conservation. The 
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thiiird major industry is manufacturing, a rapidly growing «r«a for the atato. 
Covornor William Jonkiow has omphasized tho ntate's rich business climatn 
and is aggrosslvely seeking new business and industry. Wo found a large 
number of periodicals which could bo very useful to current and prospoctive 
business paople. The state has eighteen institutions of higher education, 
and we found that while these colleges and universities are responsible for 
the publication of many poriodicals, the majority of significant publications 
is not affiliated with "these institutions. Scientists and social scientists 
will find many of tho periodicals published at the colleges interesting 
arid useful but should not restrict themselves to these publicationsp South 
Dakota's periodicals are not all geared toward its industries and professionals, 
as evidenced by the many cultural and^fine arts publications which ace 
published in the state, 

Once we started looking at^the state's periodica: s, we realized oie 
could not possibly review all of them. However, we did crnsider them eD.* , 
with the exception of newspapers. We therefore decided to eliminate from 
our review newsletters which would be of interest to organization members > 
only, most annual reports of government agencies, and state government 
publications which have counterparts in all states, such as the South 
Dakota State Supreme Court Reports , We examined at least one issue of each 
title being considered for inclusion and eliminated those we believed to be 
of limited interest. The review, then, includes 40 periodicals published in 
South Dakota, or having editorial staTf in the state, which we believe 
would be of interest to people outside South Dakota, Many are nationally 
distributed. We have included as much publication information as we could 
determine in order to aid interested persons in obtaining them.
